RAFFAELLO SANZIO DA URBINO. 1483-1520. 

This picture has been hitherto generally attributed to Fra Filippo Lippi, 
1400-1496, who, like Raffaelle, studied the antique, and was accounted among 
the greatest Italian painters from the time of Masaccio to that of Raffaelle. 
But some cultivated artists have judged it a Raffaelle without knowing, as 
has now been ascertained, that there was the authority of this artist's own 
signature in the face of the picture to sustain that opinion. 

After the sketch of Lippi was in type, the face of this old panel was ex- 
. amined under a lens with the following startling result. On one of the 
natural bands, or striae, vertically crossing a stone in the right foreground, 
apparently intelligible marks were discovered, which, on careful examina- 
tion, plainly revealed to the naked eye when thus brought to light, though 
somewhat defaced, the following signature in initials : " R. V. S. F." The 
V. and the U. are the same in old signatures, and it is. perhaps for conven- 
ience, transposed in order to the combination, as was common of the R and 
V in monogram. Here, then, we have the initial signature of Raffaelle in 
full, to wit : in the usual Latin form, " Raphael Sanctius Urbini Fecit ; 
or "Raphael Urbini Sanctius Fecit." Urbinum was the place of his 
birth. The above facts seem to leave no reasonable doubt that, in beholding 
this picture, we are in the very presence of the great spirit of Raffaelle, who 
is by common consent placed at the head of his art.
